Italian Policy 


FORCE Italy out of the war would be 
to strike a heavy blow at Hitler and the 
Axis. With the conclusive defeat of the Axis 
troops in North Africa, following so close 
upon the annihilation of the Italian Army 
on the Eastern Front, this becomes an im- 
mediate possibility. It would be a serious 
mistake, however, to believe that Italy will 
come to a separate peace merely because of 
the threat of invasion and through negotia- 
tions carried out with narrow circles at the 
top, whether military or political. Something 
more fundamental and drastic is needed. 
Italy can be forced out of the war princi- 
pally by the interaction of two main forces. 
One is the immediate follow through of the 
North African victory by the invasion of 


continental Europe, including military blows _ 


aimed at Italy. The other is the encourage- 
ment of the anti-war and anti-Axis national 
front within Italy which seeks to draw Italy 
out of the war by overthrowing the Musso- 
lini fascist regime. 

The turn in the war and the defeats suf- 
fered by Italy have hastened the isolation of 
the. Mussolini regime not only from the 
people but also from growing top circles 
among the armed forces, the Catholics, mon- 
archist circles, industrialists, intellectuals 
and even among certain fascist circles. At 
the intensity of the bombing raids over 
Sicily, Sardinia, southern Italy and northern 
industrial centers increases, and as actual 
invasion of Italian soil becomes imminent 
these circles move in the direction of break- 
ing with Germany in order to avoid com- 
plete catastrophe for their country. But 
these circles will not move of themselves. 
They will begin to act only under the in- 
fluence of the broad national mass move- 
ment, of the actions of the anti-fascist peo- 
ple’s forces directed towards smashing the 
Mussolini regime and his war machine. 

That is why the efforts of certain forces 
in this country to seek a Darlan-type deal 
with certain top circles of the fascist regime, 
as an alternative to military action and 
support to the popular anti-fascist forces, 
are harmful and dangerous to the successful 
extension of the offensive, including the im- 
mediate defeat of Italy. For such efforts 
have the effect of discouraging and confus- 
ing the national front and peace forces 
within Italy, and tend to delay the military 
offensive. Our policy must be directed 
towards aiding and strengthening the na- 
tional front movement within Italy which 
seeks to overthrow the fascist regime and 
the plutocratic circles responsible for sub-: 
mission to Hitler, while at the same time 
speeding up our military action. 

The labor and people’s forces in our 
country should cooperate with all the Italian- 
Americans supporting the American war 
effort and encouraging the national front in 
Italy. The efforts of such leaders as Luigi 
Antonini to disrupt the ing unity of 
the Italo-Americans, especially in the labor 
movement, by their red-baiting attacks and 
anti-Soviet incitements above all harm the 
movement for liberation within Italy and 
hamper proper relations between our gov- 
ernment and the Italian people.
